Joint Board Matter with Supervisor Jeff McKay: Economic Development
Support Fund Nomination for Richmond Highway Corridor Marketing and
Branding Plan

On March 20, 2018, the Board of Supervisors approved the Embark comprehensive plan amendment
that re-envisions the Richmond Highway corridor, providing opportunities for economic success that
builds communities and improves our quality of life. With this approved concept, on April 30,
Supervisor McKay and | launched a Strategic Economic Development Team to bring together key
organizations to drive economic development to the Richmond Highway corridor.

Over the next several months, the Team will work together toward a common goal — the successful
implementation of Embark. We will work closely together to maximize the team'’s varied expertise to
expand existing and drive new quality business and housing investment to the Richmond Highway
corridor, while enhancing and preserving the traditional communities that surround the corridor.

Afundamental next step is creating a Richmond Highway Corridor marketing and branding plan that
aftracts businesses and jobs to the area, showcasing the many assets of the region, and maximizing
the expertise among the Strategic Economic Development Team.
